Tuska Ito the Japanese spy who died recently in the 
hospital here from wounds and exposure, encountered 


during his secret service in Manchuria. In a previous 
letter tia to describe the work of the Japanese 


spies in Russian territory and the frightful picture which 
Ito eas he lay dying in the Hiroshima hospital. 
Most of his fingers had been frozen off. He- body was 
indescribably ravished and emaciated. His face was as 
one that had been seared and twisted by fire. An ex- 
pression of torture had found a permanent lodgment 
among the featurés. , | 
To this wrecked creature a member of the imperial 
household came bearing the appreciation of the Em- 
peror; and a few hours afterward the secret agent died. 
Following is the story of Ito’s last tasks as I gathered 
it. I believe that most of the details are true. The se- 
cret nature of the spy's work, however, places the story 
beyond verification. 
Ito went into Manchuria four years ago. He was one 
of many Japanese who disguised themselves as Chinese 
coolles and labored under Russian supervision by day 
and Japanese by night. The maps and descriptions of 
the country made by these men are now on file in Tokio, 
and upon them Japan has outlined her plans of campaign 
for the present war. 
The topography of every foot of ground upon which 
the empire will survive or perish is in the, possession of 


and clumps St trees—all these are instruments in the 
hands of the invasion. The colossal capacity for detail 
which characterizes the Japanese mind ip realized in 
these geographical masterpieces. And they were made 
against almost superhuman odds—with primeval instru- 
ments or none at all.

The possibility of the present war has been foreseen 
by Japan since Russia formed the triple alliance ten 
years ago: and the agents of the empire have done all 
that craft and courage could perform. Tuska Ito aided 
in this work. |

Such, then, was the plan, the working out of which 
veals a fortitude as great as Hirose’s heroism. In fact, 
were it not for the necessity of secrecy in all depart- 
ments of Ito’s branch of the service, Japan would now ' 
be ringing with the praises of her spy. as she is with her 
new war god who shoved a stone stopper into the narrow 
throat of the harbor at Port Arthur.

Conspicuously eligible is the springbok, whith, while 
much smaller than the eland, being leas than feet 
high, is extraordinarily fecund. reproducing its species 
at such a rate that, if it found conditions suitable, it 
would soon furnish a great and profitable souree of veni- 
son supply in the Southwest. Its meat is even finer than 
that of the eland, with a delicate game flavor. In Cape 
Colony it feeds on the parched scrubby vegetation which 
covers the plains, and seems to be able to go without 
water for months together. The Hottentots in the olf 
days looked upon the springboks as a regular source of 
food supply, and called them their “sheep.” 


The body of the springbok is in color a bright cinna- 
mon fawn, with face, throat, and stomach spotieds white. 
Its horns are black and a foot in length, and its eyes 
large, dark, and very beautiful. Folded flat on the croup 
is a sort of blaze of white hair, which, when the animal 
is frightened or excited by play, erects itself, standing 
up like a fan, sp as to be conspicuous at a long distance. 
The spectacle of a number of these fleet and marvelously 
active creatures displaying the blaze, and springing re- 
peatediy, as they will do, straight up in the air eight or 
ten feet, is singular and most fascinating. They bound, 
upward without any seeming exertion, the slender legs 
held stiff and tigid, and, the four feet striking the 
ground simultaneously, fy upward again as if impelled 
by magic. Half a dozen jumps or more may bé made, 
and then the springbok scours away oper the plain. 


Up to fifty years ago the numbers of the springbok in 
South Africa were so prodigious that the frontier Dutch: 
locked upon their periodical migrations with alarm, and 
even terror. Driven by drought and lack of grass, hun- 
dreds of thousands of them would drift across thé coun- 
try, devouring every particle of vegetation, and some- 
timies sweeping sway in their onward march the farmers’ 
flocks of sheép and goats.. So short a time ago as 1892 
such a “trek” of |jspringboks in the northern part of Cape 
Colony obliged the government to issue rifles to farmers, 
with which to protect their threatened crops.

A TRANS-ATLANTIC TRIP. 

LITTLE Tutxvas LEARNED A 


MONTHS’ JOURNEY TO EUROPE. 
By a Special Contributor. ) 


We read up everything we could find, of course, before 
we started on our tour abroad, and asked questions of all 
our friends who knew. We learned a great deal that 
was exceedingly useful, but on the way, and after we ar- 
rived we found that there was still much that had been 
omitted. First of all, nobody impressed upon our minds 
the necessity for warm clothing, or we did not realize 
how different Southern California temperature is from 
the rest of the world; consequently we nearly froze on 
the steamer, and would have suffered still more had it 
not been for the unsuspected kindness of a strange young 
Englishman. We appealed to the deck steward for more 
rugs, at first in vain; but one morning an unmarked rug 
was put in our chairs, and we had the benefit of it the 
rest of our trip, and only learned when packing-up time 
came that it belonged to the tall young fellow ve had 
nicknamed “Ajax,” and who had generously gone with- 
out. 
It continued to be cold for two weeks after we ved 
in England, so that we found fires necessary, our 
first London shopping expedition was after heavy wraps. 
In Paris, too, the last of July, a fire in the morning was 
very comfortable, although we were laughed at for de- 
manding it. But we offered the excuse that their “un- 
vane summer weather was just like our winter at 

ome. | | 

In planning a tour to last not longer than three 
months, we made a rough itinerary from Grant Allen's 
European Tour, which helped us to economize time, but 
which included Italy. We soon saw that Central Europe 
would take all the time we could spare, so we were 
obliged to cut Rome and nee out. And it was as 
well, for everyone who been there in summer said 
that it would be very e. 

There is nothing # Europe to teach a Californian in 
the matter of railway travel. Even east of Chicago the 
cars begin to seem queer and old-fashioned, but I would 
advise that the best and quickest train should be taken 
across the continent, and any extra time spent in resting 
up before going aboard the steamer, so as to be as “fit” 
as possible for sightseeing. : 


traveling together, which is a very convenient number 


from the point of ¢conomy, should, if they can possibly 
afford it, choose a deck stateroom amidships. If they 
must needs be careful of the pennies, let them go to pen- 
sions, and travel second-class on land. But if they are 
poor sailors, the r the steamer the better. One of 
our party dreaded trip exceedingly, but by selecting 
a good deckroom on two of the best and steadiest steam- 
ers, she went and returned so comfortably that she has 
no longer any dread of the sea. So | say, economize on 
everything else and be extravagant on the ocean. 
It seems to us that western and English people made 
the best traveling companions. Easterners aj to 
be more careful of their dignity. N 
The Hon, Chauncey M. Depew was on our steanier, 
going over, and presided at the concert which is nearly 
always given, for the benefit of seamen's homies, and he 
spoke of the fear some people had about speaking to 
their fellow travelers. He said he had made sixty trips 
over and back, and had been spoken to by first-cabin 
passengers from all over the world, and never yet had 
one of them, struck him for $5. 
First-cabia passengers may not apply for ey, but 
the stewards certainly will. We had tipped two nearly 
every meal on the outward trip, and yet when we Ar- 
rived at Southamptos, one of them asked for $2.50, just 
the same as if he had not received a cent. Coming back 
we did not pay anything till the end of the voyage, and 
it worked just as well. ) | 
I don't think I like steamer trunks very much. They 


small ones take up too much room. The chief use of 
ours was to hold the things we shed at intervals, for 
with all our care we had taken a good deal of luggage 
we did not need, especially on the continent. We left 
one trunk in New York, one in London filled with 
steamer things, and finally in Paris, we substituted a 
small sort of trunk valise with a tray, for our enormous 
featherweight, which we took as far as Munich, and 
even that we sent back to Paris, and traveled for three 
weeks with nothing but sult cases. Baggage is such a 
bother that this process of elimination would have bees 
4 great relief if we had not had to pick it all up on the 
way home. | | 
One way of saving time and money and trunks is to 
remember that you can bring only $100 worth of new 
things free, and to endeavor to come honestly within 
that amount, in a sort of wholesale way that is. If you 
fecckon what your things might bring at forced sale you 
don’t need to stretch your conscience a bit. Further 
more, I found out that the awful stories I had been told 
about our own customs service must be exaggerations, 
Because we did not meet anything but the most extreme

London ig a good place in which to Huy round-trip 
tickets for ee continent—which, by the way, is an ex- 
cellent plan to save money and trouble—but a very poor 
place to send things to the cleaners. Most of the clean- 
ing establishments are at Perth, Scotland, and it usually 
takes four weeks before anything sent there can be re- 
turned. Paris is very much better on that account; also 
when you are there in a pension, you can have your 
laundry work done in the country at about half the city 
prices. As to the hotel prices for washing—you cannot 
have a deck stateroom and hotel laundry the same trip. 
The pension system is excellent for seeing Europe in- 
expensively. The table may be good, or only fair, but 
there are many compensating advantages. If you are 
ladies alorie, never meet anyone in 4 hotel. The only 
chance for a person in a hurry to see anything of Euro- 
peans themselves or to practice the language at all is in 
the smaller places. It is well to establish a chain of well- 
recommended pensions over the face of the countries you 
intend to visit. Occasionally one is obliged to go to a 
hotel. If you have a friend with any sort ot a title, colo- 
nel or Presifient, who has been there befare you, just | 
mention it in your letter, and see the difference it will 
make. Europeans love money, but they respect rank, and | 
a combination of the two is very efficacious sometimes. 
A (Cook's) circular ticket does not mean that you 
will be personally conducted” in Europe any more than 
in this country, but it is very convenient to buy one (sec- 
ond-class on trains, first-class on steamers,) and then if 
vou wish to go first-class on any particular trip, you can | 
pay the difference.

LAKE DRAINED FOR GOLD. 

Strenuous efforts to recover the treasure supposed to 
be lying at the bottom of the sacred Lake of Guatavita, 
in the republic of Colombia, are being made by a regu- 
larly-organized syndicate. These men have employed 
capable engineers, and are carryjng out this romantic 
enterprise as if it were an ordinaty matter-of-fact busi- 
ness operation.

While walking, running, or streaks exercising, 
avoid holding your breath any great length of time. 
It is decidedly detrimental so to do. Learn to govern 
your diaphragm and you will then have no difficulty. 
to govern your breathing and cause it to de rhythmical 
instead of spasmodic. To hold your breath when exer- 
cising is to let your muscles tear down at a rapid rate. 
The car dioxide accumulates very fast in the mus- 
cles, and if you shut off the supply of blood or im- 
poverish it, parti¢ulariy during vigorous exercise, it is 
surely a tearing down process: whereas, if you breathe 
continuously and rhythmically fresh blood flows to the 
parts exercised. Lack of usual supply of oxygen leads 
to stimulation of the cardio-inhibitory center of the 
medulla and thus, through the pneumogastric nerves, 
slows the heart beat. The greatest danger, however,

The only correct 
breathing is diaphragmatic; that insures action of the 
abdominal, costal and dorsal muscles—front, sides and 
Avoid what is so often tanght as abdominal 
breathing, the movement of the lower walls of the ab- 
domen. This is not abdominal but abominable and is 
sure tp result in injury. If you wish to secure correct 
abdominal breathing, lie flat upon your back, place a 
heavy book or other heavy object (or have some one 
sit on you) just below the pit of the stomach. Breathe 
deeply enough to raise the object while the upper part 
of the chest, if in correct position, remains immovable. 

As you.inhale, the heart contracts and forces out the 
blood; as you exhale, the heart expands and receives 
the blood. Deep, full breathing in the open air is the 
best blood purifier in the world. See to it that every 
inhalation goes to the imaginary belt and then see to 
it that the belt is imaginary. Have the breathing real;

A. B. is the elevation, V. ©. the 
base, and A, C. the hypothenuse, Now, wind the same 
around a lead pencil, as shown, and it is evident that the 
spiral line around the pencil is equal to the line of the 
hypothenuge.

How THE DNG WorDs OF A SORELY DEFEATED | 


Max CAME TO BE IMMORTAL.

Ninety-one years ago, June 1, 1813, there was fought a 
naval battle between the British ship Shannon and the 
United States ship Chesapeake, in which the latter, after 
an action lastlug only fifteen minutes, was whipped, and 
her flag hauled down in token of surrender. Great holes 
were shot in ber sides, her rigging was torn away, her 
sails rendered useless, her bulwarks were a mass of 


splintered ruin, but worst of all, many of her brave crew; =& 


were killed and many more were wounded. Among the 

was her commander, Capt. James Lawrence. As 
he was being carried below, he called out: Tell the 
men to fire faster, and don't give up the ship.“ In his 
delirium, for he was dreadfully wounded, he kept calling: 
“Don't give up the ship,” day weaker and weaker, 
tin. on the fourth day after battle, his voice became 
silent in death, 

Cant. Broke of the Shannon was instantly killed during 
the action, The two ships were repaired as best they 
could be at sea, right where the battle took place, just off 
Boston Harbor, and then they sailed away together to 
Halifax, where it was that Capt. Lawrence died. Hir 
body was sent by the British authorities to New York 
with all possible honor and respect, where it was laid 
to rest in Trinity churchyard, close by the Broadway 
sidewalk, one of the most thronged places on the face of 
the globe. Probably not less than 100,000 people pass it 
every day, A noble monument was erected over the 
grave, and on it is carved a brief account of the battle, 
ending with, Don't give up the ship.” 

These words have gone furth to the world, and wher- 
ever the English language iq spoken, they are familiar 
and valued. They have been help and strength to many 
a weary, fainting soul; they have put courage into weak- 
ening and almost conquere alm and endeavor; they 
have buoyed up many a disheartened and sinking mor- 
tal, and have replaced weak action with high resolve and 
valiant deed. | 

At Halifax the Shannon Chesapeake were 
oughly repaired, the British flag was hoisted perma- 
nently on our ship, and she took her place as one of the 
ships of the British Navy. The next year she crossed 
the ocean to England, and she was never again in Amer- 
ican waters Jet to us forever. She had been terribly 
mauled in that few minutes’ fight, and in the year 1820. 
seven years after the battle, it was determined that her 
usefulness as a man-of-war was at an end, and the au- 
thorities decided to break her up. All the guns, ammu- 
nition, and stores of all sorts were taken out of her and 
on a very high tide she was beached near Southampton, | 
England, and 4 force of men went at her with crowbars, 
saws, axes and hammers, For several months they spent 
their time hard at it tearing her to pieces. 

It was no easy task, for she was a large ship, and well- 
built in every part; but as the time went on, her planks 
and timbers were gradually torn apart and roughly piled 
on the shore opar by. When they came to unstep her 
masts they found under the heel of each one a silver dol- 
lar. 
Sailors and shipbuilders are very superstitious, and 
one of their fancies is that if a silver coin is laid on the 
step-plate and the mast set over it, the ship will always 
be a lucky one. Their superstitious action failed in the 


the most unlueky ever afloat, from start to finish, but 
that is another story. 

After the workmen had taken her apart all they could, 
they set fire to what was left. By this means they got 
at several tons of copper bolts, nuts and nails that had 

far 


‘from Southampton is a little village by the 
of Wickam.

could not be had in all England. Some of the beams 
were of white oak thirty-five feet long, and there were 
piles of beautiful pine plank which could have come from 
nowhere but the forests of Maine.

| ANIMAL TOILETS. 


Wich HAVE BrusHes AND CoMBs AND 
Goop Use or THEM, 


Prof. J R. A. Dav's in London Mail. 


Among human beings cleanliness is usually an ac- 
quired habit, and attempts to promote it on the part of 
their elders are commonty vigorously resented by the 
juvenile individuals of our species. 

In this respect we may well take leasons from some 
members pf the animal kingdom, which cheerfully prac- 
tiee some of the elementary rules of hygiene. Their ob- 
ject is sometimes to get rid of undesirable sojourners 
that lurk among their fur or feathers, and interfere even 
more with their health and comfort than “park pests” do 
with ours, but it is not for us to discount so laudable a 
procedure, The kind way in which the monkeys in the 
zoo perform this kindly office for one another perhaps 
throws some light on the first beginnings of brotherly 
love among mankind. 

The mogt fastidious mammals in matters of the toilet 
are to be found among the members of the cat family, 
as all must have noticed in domestic tabbies. The rough 
tongue makes an excellent brush, while the sharp claws 
are on occasion employed by way of combs, all these in- 
valuable aids to cleanliness and smariness possessing 
the further allvantage of always being at hand when re- 
quired. | 

A healthy tat is not only clean. but finical, not to say 
vain, about her (or his) personal appearance. And 
moral degenération in pussy is accompanied by neglect 
of personal grooming. That the dog is as dirty as a boy 
must reluctantly be confessed. He was the first animal 
to be domesticated, and long association with ‘man has 
perhaps had to do with his carelessness in the matter. 
Living in cages around the walls of the monkey house 
in Regent's Park we find a number of those curious gog- 
gle-eyed = 9 turnal creatures known as lemurs, which are 
ranked as a little lower than the monkeys.” Most of 
them are hative to Madagascar, and one of these, the 
squirrel-like Axe-Axe, is endowed with curiously attenu- 
ated fingers, the middle one, in particular, being extra: 
ordinarily long. This arrangement though useful for 
raking 15 5 out of crevices, has also to do with toile.

Many birtis bathe themselves preen their feathers 
with the greatest assiduity, their long, flexible hecks 
making up for the absence of hans. Aquatic fornts are 
liberally provided with a kind of patural pomade, which 
exudes ag An joily fluid from a gland situated on the up- 
per side of the stumpy tail. By means of the beak’ this 
can be applied to the feathers, keeping them sleek, and 
preventing them from getting wet 
Among lauer animals, many of the insects combine in-; 
telligence with attention to the toilet. Every one must 
have noticad,|for example, a common house fly clean bis 
hegd with the forelegs, and the| wings with the hind 
legs. In the worker bee there is 4 curved comb on each 
front leg, by means of whieh the delicate feelers that pro- 
ject from the head are kept scrupulously clean. Som- 
of the ants are even better off, for in the same situation 
they carry both brush and comb. 

It often vo — that young animals when still ubable 
to practise cleanliness are sedulously cared for by their 
parents or by other individuals pf the species. Here, 
again, the cat may be instanced ag a mise ta mother. 

But the social ants and bees are much more remark- 
able in this respect. Here there is a “queen,” who, 
though the mother of the society, takes no interest in her 
offspring. Nor could she do so if disposed, for her chil- 
dren may amount to thousands, placing her in a position 
to which that of the “old woman who lived in a shoe” 
was a mere sinecure. Most members of the colony, how- 
ever, are “warkers,” who perform all the social duties 
of the hive of nest without knowing parenthood. It is 
they who look after the helpless youns, ich resembie 
pale, limbless maggots. Not oniy do the workers con- 
stantly feed these “ugly ducklings,” but they keep them

BATTLE OF NANSHAN HILL. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A,M.) 

TOKIO, May 28, 4:30 p. m.—The Japanese assault on Nan- | 
shan Hill was one of the fiercest and bloodiest affairs in modern 
warfare. In the earlier rushes of the engagement, every man 
participating was shot down before he reached the first line of 
the Russian trenches. It was found necessary to stop these in- 
fantry charges and renew the artillery fire from the rear before 
the fina] and successful assault on the Russian position could be 
made. The success of this assault was brought about by one 
detachment of Japanese troops, more intrepid than their com- ip, 
rades, who succeeded in piercing the Russian line. | 
A splendid stroke of fortune was the discovery and destrac- 

tion by the Japanese of the electric wires leading to the mines at 
the eastern foot of Nanshan Hill. This prevented the Russians 
from exploding these mines when the Japanese infantry crossed 
the ground where they had been placed. It is possible that the 
fortunes of the day hinged upon these mines. If the Russians 
had been able to explode them at the right time, the loss among 
the Japanese troops would have been tremendous, and it is possi- 
ble also that the Russians would have been able to hold the hill 
Nanshan was splendidly defended. Nearly fifty guns, of vari- 
ous sizes, were mounted on the various emplacements, and there 
were also two batteries of quick-firing field pieces. The artillery 
was sheltered behind loophole trenches on the terrace of the 
infantry manning the field pieces ran with them around the 
hill, thus using their guns for the protection of the most important 
points. The Japanese began the fight by bringing all their field

well for evenly- balanced. clear-minded 
and sane citizens to bear in mind the 
perpendicular, patent, potent and ir- 
refutable facts which are enumerated 
in words and figures as follows, to wit: 
(1.) The contest over the contract wns 
open, regular and legitimate; the Counh+ 
cilmen knew precisely what they were 


doing, and awarded the contract to Th. 
Times only after full investigation, dis: 
cussion and deliberation. 

(2.) The bid of The Times, though 
necessarily and properly the highest, 
by reason of the circulation and stand 
ing of this journal, was nevertheless 
moderate and reasonable when com; 
pared with the rates—much higher 
rates—paid by other cities to the fore 
most paper in each of fhose cities, 
taking circulation into account. The 
bid of The Times was not in excess 
of its lowest commercial rate to large 
and regular advertisers. in other

ro" PROLONGING LIFE. 

Dr. Herman Webber, in an ——.— 
befere the Royal College of Phy na 
at London, recently, laid down 4 se- 
ries of rules for prolonging life. which. 
unlike most simil¢r attempts, are brief, 
easy to follow and doubtiess effective 
if faithfully obeyed. The majority of 
“health rules” ate either so veiled in 
technicalities as ‘to be practically in- 
comprehensible te the average perso", 
and therefore uselers, or made with 
regard only to the development of par- 
ticular portions of the human system, 
to the detriment of the system as 4 
whole. Dr. Webber seems to have 
made a broad study of the subject, 
with no undue penchant for croquet- 
ball muscles: ahd he offers sugges- 
tions which, if carried out, win un- 
doubtedly produce a body and mind 
equally developed and controliadie, 
and therefore a better average humaa 
being, mentally and physically. 

The strongest point in favor of his 
set of rules is thet they all conform to 
common sense. The doctor does not 
claim to have discovered any new 
truth, but he merely assemblies the 

at important old truths into a_long- 
life creed that differs from most of its 
kind in that it is simple, natural and 
avaliable to everyone, no matter how 
hard pressed he be for leisure. 

Dr. Webber sels moderation in 
eating, drinking and physical indul- 
gences; pure air, out of the house and 
within: and the keeping of every vital 
organ in constant working order. The 
value of the foregoing Suggestions is 
self-evident and indisputable. He also 
advises regular exercises every day, 
and this is possible for everyone. The 
man who says that he “hasn't time for 
exercise” is easily and adequately an- 
ewered: for a few simple exercises 
taken while the bathtub is filling in 
the morning will do wonders toward 
keeping the body in good condition. 
and the various organs in working or- 
der, 


The doctor's rules for sleep are inter- 
esting. He says that six to seven hours 
sleep are sufficient; and he holds to the 
old spying, “Early to bed and early 
to rise makes a man healthy, wealthy 
and wise.’ If Body and mind are 
sound, six or en hours’ sleep are 
quite enough, for it will be uninter- 
rupted sleep, the kind that 
and builds up the system.

Himself Unable to Hear, He De- 
votes His Time and Means to the 
Amelioration of the Let ef Those 
Who are Similarly Afflicted—Globe

LONDON, May 14.—At the recent 
entertainment of the St. Saviour’s So- 
clal Club, all of whose members are 
deaf mutes, the central figure was Sir 
Arthur Fairbairn, the “deaf and dumb 
baronet,” as he is widely known all 
over England. 

Possessed of an abundant fortune, a 
keen and cultivated inteiligence, and 
rare artistic tastes, Sir Arthur would 
hardly have been deemed a selfish 
man had he devoted big means to 
getting all the enjoyment possible out 
of an existence in which he is doomed 


him to devote 
ameliorating the 
similarly stricken, and have in addi- 
tion the burden of poverty to contend 
with. And that this work has brcught 
him happiness in far greater measure 
than would have come to him had he 
simply used his wealth to minister to 
his own pleasures, no one who notes 
his bright, animated countenance, his 
sparkling eyes and above all, his 
cheery smile can doubt. In his phil 
anthropic labor he is ably seconded 
by his sister, Miss Constance Fair- 
bairn, who is also deaf and dumb. 

To enumerate all the associations 
for promoting the welfare of the deaf 
with which Sir Arthur ie connected, 
would require a long catalogue. The 
various offices he fills in them are no 
sinecures. They entail a vast amount 
of corespondence and much traveling. 
Any invention, idea, or suggestion 
which promises increased educational 
facilities or other advantages for those 
who dwell in silence receives his 
prompt attention, and support if it 
appears feasible. 
Though he cannot talk there are few 
men in England who “address” more 
public meetings in various parts of 
the country, his audience being like 
himself, all mutes. With his fingers 
he can “speak” as rapidly and, judg- 
ing dy the effect on adepts in sign 
language, quite as eloquently and 
persuasively as many who have a wide 
reputation for oratory. No important 
meeting of the deaf is deemed com- 
plete without a “speech” from the 
baronet. His home in Brighton re- 
veals his mahy-sided culture. Beauti- 
ful pictures hang on the walls. The 
library is well-stocked with books. 
Many rare works of art and historic 
mementoes adorn the various apart- 
ments. 

Travel is one of his passions. He 
has been all over Europe and has vis- 
ited the prinvipal cities in the United 
States. His collection of bric-a-brac is 
largely the fesult of these perigrina- 
tions. Some of the objects were dis- 
covered in slums in Paris, Christiania 

New York. 

A lock of the great Napoleon's hair 
finely framed and accompanied by 
three autograph documents attesting 
its genuineness was bought by Sir 
Arthur in a mean little back street 
in Paris for six louis. It stands 
near to an exquisite vase, a gift from 
the Emperor William the First, who 
in his old age humiliated the descend- 
ants of the man who wore that hair. 

This superb vase, with its artful 
cupids upholfing a female form, was 
the Kaiser's present to Sir Arthur's 
father, who was chairman of the great 
Manchester éxhibition of 1856, and of 
the Internationa) Exhibi in London 
in 1862. Anéther large vase was the 
gift of the third Napoldon, as well as 
an exquisite tea service, each plece 
marked with the Im eypher and 


crown. 

Sir Arthur is now 52 years old. He 
enjoys vigorous health which may be 
attributed to the fact that despite the 
great amount of hard work he does 
he finds time to indulgé his tastes as 
a sportsman with the rod — —
